There is still a long way to go to reach $165,000. For those 
of you who have not contributed there will be a final mailing 
at the end of January.

Last year Alumni participation rose from 27 to 31 percent. 
This is a significant increase. It is hoped that with your support 
participation will pass 35 percent or better this year.

Special 
mention is accorded to the Class of 1963, one of our younger 
and larger classes, who reached 50 percent participation.

The Matthews Library 


The expanded Matthews Library with which most of our readers 
are familiar, opened its doors amid the chaos of construction 
and wet paint when the McLaughlin Building was dedicated in 
September, 1973. It has not looked back since its opening and 
purports to be the best library in the Independent school system 
in Ontario. It has quadrupled its book stock in the past 10 years 
to nearly 18,000 volumes and has made a valiant effort to cope 
with prolific student demand, inflation and general depreciation. 
So much for the statistics and observations of the Librarian. But 
what is the Matthews Library? 

The answer given by the Head Librarian, Mr. Paul E. Lewis, 
a veteran of ten years at the front (on the floor?) was that it 
is primarily a learning place. Not that other aspects or areas 


of the School are not equally learning places, but the hbrary 
at Ridley represents a place where a special kind of learning 


is imparted. 
In the first place, but possibly the least important, is the fact 
that the library tries to provide material on every conceivable 


subject at every conceivable reading ability level to the entire 
student body and faculty as well. To do this is not only incredibly 
time-consuming but also is an expensive business. Thanks to 
the enlightened vision of the Board of Governors, a budget nearly 
adequate to meet this ever changing demand has been pro- 
vided. An enormous number of essays and projects are created 
and concocted by Ridley students each term and each project 
and each student deserves the best material to do the sort of 
work which the staff demands. The library has an extensive 


magazine storage area and is into microfiche film for some titles 
to relieve the pressure on available space. The Librarian has 
often been quoted as saying, “If we haven't got, we'll get it.” 
this maxim adds to the total material available but also underlines 
the library’s function as servant to the School community. 

Secondly, and perhaps most important, Mr. Lewis sees the 
library as a place which encourages scholarship, learning and 
a respect for knowledge. The fact that such a wide variety of 
material is made available should be seen as a perpetual 
reminder of the liberty we enjoy ana tne treedom we have to 
explore other views and to widen our personal intellectual 
horizons. Ridley makes no apologies for the fact that it is an 
academic school. Consequenily the staff makes no apologies 
either for making demands of the students. 

Very much connected with this great quest for knowledge 
is the attempt to create an atmosphere where discussion is 
encouraged but idle chatter is discouraged. Mr. Lewis reports 
that this is one of the greatest challenges! This challenge leads 





to a school policy which somewhat restricts the use of the library 
for grades 10 and 11 but adds a responsibility to senior students 
in grades 12 and 13 to assist in maintaining the atmosphere 
they themselves want. A great deal of learning does occur in 
discussions with other people and to provide a place where it 
is even ‘cool’ to talk about academic things is a solid reason 
for its existence. Between Mrs. Jane Morris, who has been a 
fixture at Ridley since 1964, and Mr. Lewis, the library is staffed 
Virtually all of the working day.

A third area of learning which the library seeks to promote 
is found in its various operational systems. In the first place, 
the books are signed out and in on the honour system. The 
days of fines and ‘three-day books’ are over. Honour systems 
are not viewed with much favour these days but through the 
one which operates in the Matthews Library, students are 
encouraged to respect two ideas: first, that others may require 
the books, thus holding onto them for an unreasonable period 
of time is selfish; secondly, that if someone else needs a 
particular book a student has an obligation to share it. While 
there is no system which checks up on books going out, 
unsigned books in a student’s possession are considered as 
a matter of basic dishonesty which is referred directly to 
Housemasters. With the advent of a Xerox machine this year 
(which also works on the honour system by the way) there is 
really no need for dishonest practices. The Librarian does not 
claim to have won everyone over to this idea but he asserts 
that it is a battle well worth the fight. The system in his view 
encourages practice in very simple matters of responsibility, 
consideration for others and honesty which are some of life’s 
more significant lessons. 

Encouraging responsibility among young people is a long 
and ofter painful process but the Librarian contends that it goes 
beyond the simple care of books. Speaking about the physical 
appearance of the place, Mr. Lewis is the first to admit that 
teenagers are hard on furniture but School policy holds students 
accountable for damages. 

Now and then a chair gets broken or someone writes on 
a wall. Charges ensue. The Library is somewhat of a living room 
to the School and maintaining its appearance is seen as 
everyone's responsibility. The fact that the area is nearly eight 
years old and shows only a few scruffy spots is no mean 
accomplishment and must be seen as a credit to the student 
body as a whole. 

This third area of learning also encourages a few students 
to assist with the day to day operation of the library itself. The 
library simply cannot function without the help of a handful of 
‘Senior’ Librarians who are encouraged to ‘run the library’ in 
the evening hours and Junior Librarians who put books away 
and care for the general appearance of the place. This type 
of work is certainly not everyone’s type of service but by the 
end of the year most of these students can offer proof that they 
have indeed done something for somebody besides themselves. 
Another of the little lessons of life where great sadness awaits 
those who have no such proofs. 

There is also an AV room which houses most of the School's 
audio visual equipment. Here students can involve themselves 
in film making, slide taking, video presentation, basic recording 
and can even learn how to run a projector or two. The 
opportunities are there for those who so desire. 

Our observations show that the library seems to be much 
more than a distribution centre for books. Downstairs, an 
Archives Section is taking shape and in the library itself there 
is a showcase for memorabilia of School history and other 
showcases for student generated displays. Mr. Lewis was 
anxious to tell us much about general circulation (which is high) 
and even more about the loss rate (which is low). He found 
it difficult to explain the pleasure he gets in recommending good 
books or the frustration he experiences with students who don’t 
read, so we left these matters out entirely along with other details 
of the operation. We believe, however, that we have discovered 
more about the Matthews Library on our own philosophical tour 
than he or statistics could ever tell. A Book anyone?

Annual Report of the 
Financial Support Committee 


Once again it is my pleasure to report on annual giving results 
for the past year. This report includes a summary of the total 
financial support received by The Ridley College Foundation 
and The Ridley College Scholarship Fund, Inc. 

Ridley in the year ended June 30, 1980 received the greatest 
amount of annual giving support in its history. A summary 
appears later in this report of the total financial support during 
the year. 

When the decision was taken to completely reorganize the 
form of the annual giving program from one of approximately 
twelve telethons and one direct mailing to one of three person- 
alized direct mailings, it was done because the Financial Support 
Committee was convinced that several important objectives 
would be achieved of great benefit to Ridley. 

The most important of the objectives — to increase the 
number of donors, to increase per capita contributions and to 
increase the total amount contributed. Each of these objectives 
were met in the first year and there is good reason to think that 
there will be substantial improvement in future years. 

The success of THE RIDLEY FUND is directly related to the 
effort and support it receives from those members of the Ridley 
Family who act as Class Agents or Associate Class Agents. This 
group of over 200 persons includes Alumni, Current Parents 


Y and Past Parents. Their interest in the continued well being of 


the School is evident. 

On behalf of the Committee and Ridley, | wish to express 
Our sincere appreciation for the excellent job they are doing 
for Ridley. 

There is no doubt that the accomplishments of the last year 
would not have been achieved had it not been for the outstand- 
ing performance of Sam Heaman and his staff. 


Annual Giving for the year ended June 30, 1980, amounted 
to $140,100 which was contributed by 1,507 donors. This result 
compares with the previous year’s result of $110,494 from 1,502 
donors. While there was only a fractional increase in the number 
of donors, there was a substantial increase (27%) in total 
contributions of $29,606. 

The Fund fell short of its donor objective because of 
organizational difficulties associated with the first year of opera- 
tion. Steps have been taken to correct these problems and the 
current year’s objective is 1,720. 

In addition to annual giving there were 53 specific donations 
of $48,216 and 4 bequests totalling $74,666. Thus the total 
financial support received by Ridley (excluding Program for 
Excellence and the Ridley Rink Fund) was $262,982. 

The Financial Support Committee has set as a goal this year 
the development of a Bequest program. We believe that with 
a proper and continuing program significant gains can be made 
in this area. 

An ambitious target of $165,000 has been established for 
the 1980-81 Ridley Fund. In order to reach this target there 
will have to be participation by a greater number of members 
of the Ridley Family. 

To all those who contributed to Ridley in the past year the 
Board of Governors and the members of the School extend their 
sincere gratitude for your generosity and the hope that it will 
continue in the future. We look forward to an ever increasing 
group of the Ridley Family supporting the School and The Ridley 
Fund.
